I am sure the use of this book in the classroom will eliminate 
the waste of a good deal of precious time now spent in writing 
exercises on the blackboard and having them copied by the pupils 
in their books. Space is provided in the book itself for the work- 
ing of the exercises. It is advisable that they be done in pencil; in 
the first instance, so that mistakes may be easily erased. Ink may 
be used if the teachers so desire. Most of the exercises have been 
chosen with a view to eradicating some of the commonest errors 
met with in the course of several years of teaching boys. A thorough 
drill in the exercises will be, I trust, one of the best means of 
teaching the students of this grade how to write correct English,

the Н is not sounded, and the first sound is a vowel. In that case, use АМ as in 
an hour.
